Then  in  what  turned 
jiout  to  be  one  of  the  most  thrilling  games  in  tourna- 
: , ment  history,  they  beat  a strong  Dalton  team  in  over- 
time, 46-45.  The  final  was  won  over  Turners  Falls 
59-39. 

The  tournament  victory  was  the  second  they  have 
had  in  the  race  for  permanent  possession  of  the  tourna- 
ment trophy,  first  in  1950.
